CURRENT STATE SUMMARIES. 
California Report for the Week Ended June 23, 1917. 

The California State Board of Health reported concerning the 
status of preventable diseases in California for the week ended June 
23, 1917, as follows: Four cases of cerebrospinal meningitis were 
notified, making a total of 16 cases reported since June 1, 1917. 
Chicken pox, diphtheria, measles, mumps, and scarlet fever con- 
tinued to decrease in the numbers of cases notified. Pneumonia and 
whooping cough showed slight increases. An outbreak of acute 
dysentery occurred in Colusa County, with 15 notified cases. Four 
cases of smallpox were notified, 1 in Fresno and 3 in Marin County. 
Of typhoid fever, 17 cases were reported, 1 case each in Bakersfield, 
Petaluma, Kern County, and San Joaquin County, 4 each in Sacra- 
mento and San Francisco, 3 in Oakland, and 2 in Los Angeles.
